It 
removes indefinitely, almost in- 
finitely, this problem of our 
destiny. All shadow of uncer- 
tainty or of doubt.

On the force of this 
Scripture we are come up on to 
a platform where we stand 
with our hearts uncovered and 
naked before the eye of. God. 
This means that the saint must 
be great in the arduous great- 
ness of things achieved; that 
there is no chance for sainthood 
by any fixed, imported plan, but 
that our real selves shall test 
and make our real future, 
There is no whitewashing this 
passage; “If any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none 
of His.” Not; “He will do toler- 
ably ‘well, but not quite as well 
as he might do. Not that he will 
get on after a fashion, and have 
quite a respectable entrance 
into the City of the great King, 
tho he may not push quite as far 
toward the front as he might 
have done if he had the Spirit 
of the Lord Jesus.” Not that at 
all, but, “If any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ,” there is not 
the remotest shadow ofa 
chance for him: “He is none of 
His.” And so I am asking you 
to apply this test to your hearts 
and lives that you may see and 
feel your need, and that you 
may take hold on the great sup- 
ply and have that rea] transfor- 
mation that will justify you in 
believing that you have the 
Spirit of Christ. The success of 
the Missionary Cause turns up- 
on the spirit of this text. I have

The writer here is talking to 
two classes of people, viz: Sin- 
ners and double minded folks. 
He tells the sinners to 
cleanse their hands, which 
is the outward part or the 
actual comitted sins, and of 
course this is one cure for one 
ailment, then He says to purify 
your hearts ye double minded. 
Now a sinner has only one mind, 
and that is a mind bent on the 
self gratification of sins. Not 
so with a double minded man, 
because he is unstable in all his 
ways. We find his picture in the 
7th chapter of Romans, here he 
is trying to do religion, but can- 
not succeed because the mind is 
carnal, leading him the wrong 
direction, and he says if I then 
do that which I would not it is 
no more I that do it. Why? be- 
cause I have cleansed my hands 
but sin that dwelleth in me, or in 
other words the proneness, pro- 
tensity to sin is still there, prov- 
ing that sin isatwofold disease 
and must require a double cure. 
Listen to Lev. 17:11. “For the 
life of the flesh is in the blood: 
and I have given it to you upon 
the altar to make an atonement 
for your souls: for it is the blood 
that maketh an atonement fo 
the soul.” 

A Bible Christian then is one 
who accepts the atoning blood 
of the crucified Son of God, so 
many accept Jesus in a way: yet 
deny the blood, and so few are 
really under, or even seeking to 
get under the blood. Of all the 
horrible feelings that ever came 
over me in all my life was not 
long ago when I heard some 
professed Christians wagging 
their head and ridiculing the 
precious blood of Jesus. They 
call it a slaughter house reli- 
gion. I have been beaten with 
clubs and cut with knives and 
some of my teeth knocked out, 
have been sick enough on the 
devil’s tankage to almost die, 
but never in all these experien- 
ces had feelings -to com 
with this. Talk about sinners 
getting drunk, cursing and rob- 
bing pedestrians, but gentle- 
man,. this beats all.. My God, 





what is coming next? Some 
people seem to think that they 
can live as crooked as a new 
moon and as squirmy as a water 
moccasin and when they die 
they will fall— asleep in 
the arms of Jesus andin the 
resurrection morning they will 
wake up as straight as an old 
mountain rifle gun stick, and 
as good as an angel. 

I have known people to live 
wicked as could be and never 
make aconfession and never 
pray a prayer and die suddenly 
and the preacher would preach 
them in Heaven ahead of time, 
then poke fun at some of 
God’s redeemed ones. They 
think a man

holiness folks are deluded and 
ignorant and fanatic and are 
worse than he demons and she 
devils, but if a man can see the 
Lord without Holiness, then the 
entire plan of God’s_ blood- 
bought salvation must go down 
in defeat, but thank God I know 
itis a fact. Iam going to make 
you feel good right here: When 
I was just a young man, I let 
Satan lead me a little too far 
and got in bad with the law then 
left the State, and while I was 
in the State of Virginia my dear 
mother was taken ill and was at 
the point of death.

blood sermon was still after me. 
I joined the church so called, 
and was a member for five 
years. but never knew God by 
the blood. But thank God, one 
Saturday night, I went to a 
Church of God meeting and a 
little Holy Ghost preacher lined 
me up for genuine repentance. I 
never shall forget him or his 
text. His name is E. C. Clark. 
He first skinned me all over, 
took all the hide off and then 
presented the cure, “The 
BLOOD, THE BLOOD, YEA 
THE BLOOD.” 

He said the blood justified 
and the blood sanctified. I knew 
he told the truth andso when 
the altar call was given the 
very thing I did not believe in, I 
was there, somehow I never 
knew when I started nor how 
I got there, or how I acted, but 
one thing I do know, right then, 
instantly, Jesus met me and 
saved my soul. Oh, how free I 
was, all my sins were taken 
away, every sin that I ever com- 
mitted was blotted out for all 
eternity. Bless God, I was born 
for Heaven and I knew it. My 
hands were clean, thank God, 
but somehow the next day I be- 
gan to realize that I wanted to 
do things that Jesus would not 
do, such as smoking, snuffing, 
chewing, and puffing. I knew 
that the desire or the depravity 
of the heart was not what it 
ought to be, sol said, “I will 
settle this day once for all.” I 
went on till Monday, March 12, 
1923. I hid away in the moun- 
tain and fellon my face and 
asked God to make something 
out of me besides a crook. I had 
never heard any one preach 
about the vesture dipped in 
blood, but I declare I saw it 
coming down from Heaven as 
sure as you live. It came down 
and covered me like an egg 
shell. Oh glory, glory to the 
Lamb. I was carried somewhere, 
Iam sure I left the earth. I saw 
and heard something I never 
have been able to tell, but bless 
God, Imean totalk to Jesus 
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probably 


about it when I see Him and I 
know He will smile and say, 
“that was my coat that was 
woven without seam from bot- 
tom to top.” This is the double 
cure, have you got it? If you 
have not, I declare you have 
missed something. 

God provided a double remedy 
for man. Let us read Rom. 5:8. 
“But God commandeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us.” Much more then, being 
now justified by His blood, we 





shall be saved from wrath thru 
him. For if, when we were en- 
emies, we were reconciled to 
God by the death of His Son, 
much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by His life, 
And not only so, but we also joy 
in God thru our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom we have now 
received the atonement. 

Brethren, that is tremendous! 
There is enough salvation to 
clean a man up and clean him 
out and fill him up and send him 
on to Jerusalem to get charged 
and surcharged, bless God. 

The Baptism with the Holy 
Ghost will wind us up until the 
devil will not look bigger than a 
West Virginia grasshopper. A 
big Jesus, and a little devil, a big 
devil and a little Jesus: which 
shall it be? Hoopee! Isay a 
big Jesus every time. He has 
whipped the devil twice, He has 
met him on the open battlefield 
and wrestled from him the title 
of championship and some of

in the clouds. of His millenial 
glory and run him down and 
lock him up in the pit of damna- 
tion. Hooray! for Jesus! He is 
our armour bearer, He is the 
Captain of our salvation. 

JUSTIFIED by His blood. 
There is the expression we call 
justification, you can stand be-~- 
fore God justified by His blood 
while that is true, yet God pro- 
vided more than that and by the 
blood. Turn to Heb. 13: 12. 
“Wherefore Jesus also that he 
might sanctify the people with 
his own blood, suffered without 
the Gate.” There is a richer, 
deeper experience than justifi- 
cation by faith and it is provided 
for thru the atoning blood. But 
this great salvation if received 
at all must be recéived by faith, 
and the very fact that God pro- 
vided a double remedy proved 
that man hada double need, 
and God gave His Son for this 
very purpose. 

King David made this fact 
plain back there when in the 
51st’ Psalm, when he prayed 
that heart breaking prayer, “O 
God, * * * according unto the 
multitude of thy tender mercies 
blot out my transgressions.” 
The next verse, hear his sad 
wail, ‘‘And cleanse me from my 
sin.” ‘He had two things ailing 
him. What he was by nature 
and what he had been by prac- 
tice, and sinner you have the 
same thing hanging over your 
head and God has provided a 
double remedy that never fails. 
It is the BLOOD, yea the very 
blood of His Son. Sin is a 
double tragedy, and it has pro- 
duced a double death, and every 
sinner has a double death hang- 
ing over his head. 

PROOF:—“The wages of sin 
is death.” Rom. 6:23. Now 
wages is what you receive for 
what you have done, and not 
what you are by nature. Turn 
to the 8th chapter, 6th verse, 
and we find, “To be carnally 
minded is death.” There is an- 
other death and both hanging 
over the same man, a sinner. 
Well how are we to get rid of 
these two awful monsters, both 
called death? One is brought 
about by what I have done, and 
the other by the thing that is 
in me, that caused me to do the 
things that were wrong. Gentle- 
men, the earliest recollection of 
my life I was a thief. The first 
thing I ever stole was a penny, 
think of that, a measly penny. 
Nobody taught me to steal, the 
thing was inside and got in my 
little young heart, and got into 
my elbow and then in my wrist, 
thence in my fingers, and I 
hooked the penny. I have been 
a crook all my life (I guess you 
have always been a gentleman) 
until Jesus Christ fixed me up 
by His blood. It will take the 
crooks out of your spinal col- 
umn too. Brother Hill did you 
pay it back? Pay it back? Don’t 
ask me if I paid it back and me 
sanctified, ask me how many 
things I have restored. It looked 
impossible for me to ever get 
things in shape for a home with 
the redeemed, and was from a 
human standpoint, put I just 
turned things over to the car- 
penter’s Son, and He soon had 
all things made new. Inbred sin 
caused me to steal the penny 
and of course I had to have that 
removed. There is something 
wrong with the human family, 
and when it breaks out we call 
it transgression, wrong doing, 
violation of the law, etc., and 
the things that are done pro- 
duce death and Paul calls it the 
wages of sin. 

“To be carnally minded is 
death.” Now how to get rid of 
that carnality. Knowing this, 
that our old man is crucified 
with him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed. Get that 
fulfilled in your life and Rom, 
6:6.is blotted out. Don’t you see 








in Eph. 2:1 that my spiritual 
nature which was dead was 
quickened and made alive? And 
in Rom. 6:6 my carnal nature 
was crucified, and put to death. 
Up there I was made alive, and 
here Iwas putto death. Say 
brother, have you experienced 
these things?

that He actually gives His only 
begotten Son to die, that they 
may have the Gospel. He treats 
the case just like He thot at 
least, that they do really need 
this Divine Redeemer. 

He has done in every step.and 
process of this great world sav- 
ing just as He would have done 
had He absolutely thot and be- 
lieved that they needed a_ Di- 
vine Redeemer. And then I un- 
derstand another thing out of 
the Word of God: That the very 
last and supreme utterance of 
the Saviour on earth grew out 
of His conviction that we should 
do this, and see how He comes 
up to it, little by little. He does 
not rush suddenly upon it—He 
does not upon any truth. It is 
not in the Divine plan to flash 
upon usin anything. Truths 
grow; moral ideas grow. They 
come into the race little, and 
hardly able to stand at all; we 
can barely find them in our be- 
ing, but they struggle into pow- 
er and strength until they fill 
the field of vision. Nearly every 
great truth of Old and New 
Testament Scripture is to be 
found in the Book of Genesis. In 
Genesis you will find the prin- 
ciples of the atonement; you will 
find the division of animals into 
clean and unclean, foreshadow- 
ing sacrifice; you will find the 
principle of the acceptance of 
the offerings out of the field; 
you will find the pardon of sin 
and the giving of covenants all 
essential parts of the New Tes- 
tament growing with their roots 
away back in Genesis. There is 
the first declaration of the com- 
ing of this wondrous Redeemer. 
It was so dim and uncertain that 
it was hard totell what it 
meant; somehow, somewhere, 
sometime, “The seed of the 
woman shall bruise the serpents 
head.” It was so dim that our 
first great mother, when she had 
gotten her first son, cried out in 
her joy, “I have gotten a man 
from the Lord.” She thot she 
had the Redeemer, but it was 
many a century before the Re- 
deemer would come. The truth 
was unfolded little by little; a 
little brighter it shone on the 
altars of the patriarchs; it was 
unfolded a little more in the vi- 
sion of the prophets ;was exemp- 
lified in the ceremonial of the 
temple; and in the fulness of 
time it came with Jesus and His 
disciples and the outpouring of 

the Holy Ghost, and He gave 
lessons and instruction and par- 
ables, also illustrations all thru 
His life, teaching these disciples 









ticular adoption for the reéep- 
tion of His truth; trying to lift 
their thots toward the spiritual 
and the eternal: saying to them 
later, “You shall be my wit- 
ness in Jerusalem and in Judea 
and in Samaria and in the ut- 
termost parts of the earth.” 
They did not know what to 
make of that. He was lifting 
them out of their narrowness 
and so He pushes on still further 
with them, lifting them up until 
the supreme hour of His earthly 
history, after His agony, after 
the cross, after He had broken 
asunder the bars of the sepul- 
chre, after He had risen and 
been declared to be the Son of 
God by the resurrection from 
the dead He hovers over the 
Church, coming to speak to 
them by the seaside and moun- 
tainside; appearing to them sud- 
denly, vanishing as quickly, of- 
fering His hands to their touch, 
showing His body to their vis- 
ion; yet all the time lifting them 
up, until He brought them to the 
thought and gave the Church 
the idea of His omnipresence, 
saying: “Lo, I am with you al- 
way, even unto the end of the 
world.” They appreciated the 
feeling that He was within 
hand-reach; that this was a 
Spiritual kingdom and _ that 
they could take hold upon the 
great Spiritual forces, thus He 
lifted them up and prepared 
them for His great truth until 
at last in the Supreme moment 
of His earthly history, we see 
Him yonder on the summit of 
the Mount—the earth beneath 
Him, the angels gathered above 
Him—with hands spread out 
over His followers with the sum- 
mit of Olivet receding beneath 
His feet. He cries out to them 
“All power is given unto me in 
Heaven and in earth.” 

“Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father and the Son 
and the Holy Ghost; teaching 
them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you; 
and lo! lam with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” 
Praise the Lord! This is the 
supreme utterance of the Sa- 
viour after many a century of 
preparation opening our hearts, 
bringing us to this great truth, 
and that this one thing He 
wants done in His final charge 
to believers; Go everywhere; 
teach, preach, baptize, agonize, 
give, sacrifice, out to the very 
ends of the earth, andloI am 
with you alway and you shall 
lack no good thing. Surely, 
there can be no doubt that the 
Lord, at least, thinks that these 
people havea great need for 
this Gospel, for He says; “Go 
ye therefore, and teach all na- 
tions.” And if they believe it 
as Tread, they will be saved, 
“But how can they hear with- 
out a preacher? and how can 
they preach except they be 
sent?” So the Lord says, Go,

Paul said in Titus, quoting from 
the Syriac version, chapter 2 
Verse 4 that the old women 
are to make the younger women 
to be modest.

In other words 
they are to teach them to be 
modest. How can mothers and 
grandmothers expect to please 
God if they teach one thing and 
practice another? I know of 
some young girls that would not 
have their hair bobbed for fifty 
dollars, even if other girls do 
scorn them, neither would they 
have their dresses made above 
their knees, neither would they 
go to worldly parties, neither 
would they go carriding of 
nights, just she and a young 
man alone.
